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First step was to hold meetings at 
division and other points between rep- 
resentatives of various departments, 
brotherhoods and the U. S. Treasury 
Department.

For ex- 
ample, a person investing $18.75 per 
month would receive a $50 bond every 
two months instead of a $25 bond each 
month.

Time Service Essential 
To Railroad Operations 


THE term “clock-watcher” usually 
denotes a person who isn’t too in- 
terested in his work, but it doesn’t ap- 
ply to the man pictured on this month's 
cover, To the contrary, a large part of 
his important duties demand that he 
watch the clock with a skillful eye. 

He is Clarence D. Fabrin, manager, 
time service, who, with his staff in San 
Francisco and 195 authorized watch 
inspectors, safeguards accuracy: of em- 
ployes’ watches on. Pacific ‘Lines and 
affiliated companies. They also -check 
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and service watches for Western Pa- 
cific and subsidiaries, Northern Pacific 
Terminal Co., and Harbor Belt Line. 
Total is approximately 18,000 watches. 

Railroad operations depend upon ac- 
curate time. In fact, the railroad watch 
is considered by the public as the 
standard of accurate time and has been 
since 1883 when the Standard Time 
system was adopted, 


Time Service insures annual exami-, 


nation of each watch by requiring 
renewal of the railroad watch certificate

for each timepiece by an authorized 
watch inspector each November. 
Watches also are cleaned each 24 
months under Time Service rules, When 
an owner enters a watch in servic: 
watch examination form is completed, 
thus furnishing the bureau with a com- 
plete description of each one in use. 


The bureau’s functions include es- 
tablishment of the inspection service; 
providing and maintaining standard 
clocks at terminals and other locations; 
repairs and maintenance for more than 
5000 timing devices, and actual con- 
struction of special clock installations. 

Conductors, yard engine foremen, en- 
gincets, and outside hostlers must 
compare their watches with a standard 
clock when commencing work each day, 
in turn comparing time with crew mem- 
bers as soon thereafter as practicable. 

Watches must be set to correct time 
if more than 20 seconds fast or slow, 
and record of such variations made on 
the standard crew registry forms re- 
quired by the division. Each clock’s 
aecuracy -is carefully maintained and 
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record of its performance furnished 
manager, Time Serv Each clock is 
given mechanical attention each 18 
months. 


Inspectors at local points do not re- 
ceive remuneration from the railroads. 
They are appointed only on the basis of 
their qualifications. Regular vi: by 
Time Service personnel promote friendly 
relations between Company employes 
and the inspectors. 

At the San Francisco offices Fabrin’s 
staff does a Jot more than merely file 
the thousands of watch certificates, 
cleaning date reports, rule infractions 
and other forms that filter in from on- 
line. 

‘A considerable part of the bureau's 
work consists of repairs to the standard 
clocks and repairs and maintenance of 
the timing devices increasingly used by 
our company and the other lines which 
utilize the bureau’s services. 

Among these are office clocks, time 
recorders, watchmen’s clocks, time 
stamps, stop watches, thermographs, im- 
pact registers and many ‘other types of 
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timing equipment vital to operations of 
a huge business which is so closely 
aligned with time. 

The well-equipped shop services up- 
wards of 906 devices each year. Special 
installations, such as clocks in depots, 
ticket offices and elsewhere where the 
movement is recessed and the dial 
mounted flush with the wall, are built 
bere as well. 


Fabrin has developed a mechanism 
which permits remote control setting of 
electric clocks which cannot be in- 
stalled in such a manner as to permit 
convenient manual setting, such as in 
high-ceilinged waiting rooms. His rela- 
tively simple ‘device eliminates the 
danger of climbing high ladders to set 
these clocks, permitting floor-level 
setting. 

Time Service has been a part of 
Southern Pacific operations’ for many 
years, even before the bureau’ was ¢s- 
tablished in 1923, imder S. A.’ Pope, 
first. manager. Previously an’ ‘outside 
concern conducted watch inspections 
for the Company. 

Railroad Time Service came-into -ex- 
istence when the need for correct time

had been indicated many times through 
accidents caused by faulty watches. In 
those early days train operations were 
oa a catch-as-catch-can hasis, with meets 
and passings often negotiated by chance 
or “smoke orders,” rather than by time- 
table. Train crews judged time by glane- 
ing at the sun or the stars rather than by 
relying on’ undependable watches. 
This haphazard -method was no worse 
than the ‘maze. of conflicting -time sys- 
tems ‘in use. At one major terminal five 
“correct” -times'-were -used—local, one

each for arrival and departure of trains 
north, south, east and west. 

From 1888, when federal and inter- 
national action resulted in the Standard 
Time system used throughout the 
world, railroad timekeeping has devel- 
oped into the accurate science it is to- 
day, thanks in large part to experts like 
Fabrin and the craftsmen who make up 
Time Service.
